It is proposed to calls mesting of
the steckholders of this compsny, to appolet a special
committee to exumive the bocks wond investigate the af-
fuire of the concern, It lsalro jroposed to make appli-
estion to the Legisature for the apprintment of a
rpeciul eommittes Lo Jook into the fHnanciad affairs
of this immepse corporaticm, sud report the reswit
of their invertigations to the Legislature. If eithar
of thers movements stould be made, Lhere wounld be
rome rich developementa Bome years agod, saveral
railroed eompanies in New Ecglan i passed tarough such
an ordeal, and dieclosures were made that sightly
sstenished the stookholders. Tuere are several mines
of materisl, in this ocmmunity, rimilsr to that exposed
in Massachusetts, that would satisfy both the bond-
bhelders and stockholders of our rallwoad eorporations
that they were standing upon s quagmire that was Lliable
to sink spy moment. Thers is mothlng like ecnfidence
in theee things. Without it in the fipancial world, It
wonld be impoesible to gat along. There are at this mo.
ment bonds. stocke, and wil sorts of piomises to pay,
called pecurities, flonting about the market, which are in
reality not worth a fractionsl part of what they repre”
sent, and yet, careful, cautious prsople hold them. and
sleep tound nights, When Igncrance is blisa, it is folly
to be wiee, Is ® good maxim for Wall street. We
shall urge this investigaticn into the financial operations
of the Erie Rallroad Company. It is mecessary that n
committee from the stockholders, or from the members
of the Legialature, should endoree or repudiate the last
report put forth by this company, to place the publio mind
upon & proper baals. Thers are now all kinds of steries
current relative to the traffic operations, gross Incoms, net
reventue, sggregate cost, ke, &o., of this road, sxd no ons
knows what to believe or what to disbelieve. Nothiog
thort of a searching examination into the aflairs of the
ccmpary. from ita reorganisstion to the close of {he lust
fiscal year. by a ecmmittes appointed by the stook-
holders, will be satlsfactory. The managemeat will ot
object to this. Many of the directors, we know, will urge
it, azd aid it all in their power. It s due to those whe
bave been conneoted with the company from its com-
menoement, that a therough lovestizstion rhould be
made, and & full and comprebensive report made. Al
doubts and apprehens! would then be oonfirmed or
put to rest; and holders axd speculators would then have
some knowledge cf the value of Lhe sccuritiee they were
deallng in.

In our previous allusionsto the Reading Railroad, we
showed that the coal busizess of the road this yenr had
exoeeded that of the precediog year 500,000 toms. The
aversge recelved for frofght wsa 122 cents per tom; tha®
of the year before, 163 cents. The depreciation in the
rates of freight wanso great that, motwithatanding the
vast excess of towmage, the tolal raceiots of the rosd
figured over $85.000 lcsa tham the previous year. The
sversge reduoction in the rate is twenly per eent, and it
is of oourse prepcsterons to assstt tha: the com-
pany could afferd to reduse the ra‘es to that ex-
tent. The reduotion was not ocontemplated : it
was not the result of soand judgment or of ealculs-
laticn, mor did it preceed from s greater economy
In the expenditure; it was the fozes of circumstances
the necessity of the case, ovor which the directors had
no eontrel, but which thay would have avoided if they
could. The situation of tha miolng districts did not ad-
mit of & greater amount of freignt belng obarged. Nor
ore the prospests of the mining distriets any bettor for
the spprosching season, The freights canmct be raised
but wey be further lowseed This is the cause of the
reduction. and the origin of the forocd business of the
Inst senson.
